On Saturday afternoon, August 20, the Con- 
HOME AGAIN ference on Faith and Order finished its 

work; on Sunday afternoon the closing serv- 
ice was held in the Cathedral; two days later the office in 
Lausanne was closed and it was all over. Mrs. Parsons and I 
left Lausanne on Monday morning for Avignon, a long and 
rather hot and uncomfortable day’s trip but with much of 
interest to see. We spent Monday night in Avignon and had 
Tuesday morning to wander around that quaint and historic 
city. The Palace of the Popes looms high and forbidding 
above the town, an impressive structure, symbolic of the 
grim power of the medieval Church; but now, in its deserted 
silence broken only by the patter of the tourists and the 
chatter of the guide, reminding one of the impermanence of 
force and the peril to religion when its power rests upon 
force. The Cathedral alongside the palace is full of interest; 
the narrow, twisting streets and old churches take one back 
centuries. Outside the wall the Rhone flows swiftly south 
and near the present bridge two or three arches of the 
famous ancient bridge of Avignon, on which all the world 
dances, jut out into the stream. Built against the bridge at 
the edge of the stream is the little chapel of St. Benazet, 
where they blessed the bridge and offered prayers for its 
use. Something surely is lost from our modern life that no_ 
one thinks of a chapel for the Carquinez or Dumbarton™ 
bridges. We know much more what Christ ought to mean 
in life than did the men of the fourteenth century but I 
wonder whether we try as hard to make Him part of our 
life. 


From Avignon on to Marseilles, an interesting, bustling 
c‘ty, and thence on Wednesday evening, August 24, on the 
Dollar Line round-the-world boat “President Hayes” we 
sailed for home. It seemed a little like being at home already 
—the familiar faces of the Chinese stewards and crew, the 
familiar “Dollar” signs about us, the impress of our good 
friend Captain Dollar’s strong personality everywhere. A 
most happy and family-like ship’s company of fellow travel- 
ers was aboard, including three other delegates to the con- 
ference, our own Dr. Craig Stewart of Evanston and Drs. 
Frank and Nooe of the Christian Church. One day we 
watched the glimmering shores of the Balearic Isles, the next 
the coast of Spain, at that part rather barren and uninviting. 
That night we saw dimly the lights of Gibralter and those on 
the African shore, and on the third day we said goodbye to 
Europe as we passed the historic Cape St. Vincent. After a 
quiet and delightful voyage we landed on Labor Day in 
Boston, spent a few days visiting our “families,” and then 
by way of New York home. 


In New York I was able to do some little Church “busi- 
ness,” chiefly concerned with the Cathedral plans. We all 
regretted when Mr. Edward Clark went to New York and 
had to give up his leadership of the Cathedral Building Fund 
work here; but we are most fortunate in having him for our 
representative in New York, the head of what we may call 
our “correspondents” there. 


I was also happy to see Deaconess Newell and to take some 
steps towards the now happily completed project of bring- 
ing her to California to succeed Deaconess Hodgkin in the 
deanship of the Deaconess Training School and School for 
Christian Service. Fuller and more official announcement 
will be made of this later. But I must express here my own 
deep regret that Deaconess Hodgkin has felt it necessary to 
make effective the resignation which, on account of health, 
she offered a year ago. -It gives one great satisfaction that if 
we must lose Deaconess Hodgkin, so fine a successor is 
coming. 

So we are home again, with much gratitude in our hearts 
to the California friends who helped to make our trip so full 
of interest, with much joy at being in the Diocese and with 
much thanksgiving to God for His protecting care. 


The story of the conference, which I 
THE CONFERENCE began in the last issue of the paper, 

may be brought to a close in a few 
paragraphs. When I wrote from Lausanne we were in the 
second period. The sections were discussing the three great 
topics of the Ministry, the Sacraments and the Unity of the 
Church in relation to existing churches. Following the pro- 
cedure adopted for the previous topics, the sections re- 
ported back to the full conference; there was discussion, 
the presentation of amendments and then, when the report 
had been made acceptable in general, it was referred to the 
drafting committee for final revision. The last two days of 
the conference were given to the receiving of these com- 
pleted reports and the transaction of necessary business. A 
new Continuation Committee was elected. This committee 
consists of about eighty members drawn from all over the 
world. Its task, as the name indicates, is to carry on the 
work of the conference through the preparation and dis- 
tribution of the official reports; the stimulation of study 
and conference throughout the churches, and the arrange- 
ments for a second conference when the time is ripe. 

At the last session the three remaining reports were pre- 
sented. Two were receivd with the usual unanimous vote. 
The last, which dealt with a very intricate and difficult sub- 
ject, had not been put into very satisfactory form and was 
after some rather heated discussion sent back to the Con- 
tinuation Committee to deal with it in such way as seemed 
best. The committee meeting that evening decided to have a 
new report prepared by a small sub-committee, which when 
approved by the Business Committee may be sent to the 
churches, not as from the conference but from the com- 
mittee itself. 

The reports all completed, Bishop Brent, whose fine per- 
sonality had at every point influenced the work of the con- 
ference, called upon a few speakers to give “impressions” 
and after devotions the conference adjourned. 

On Sunday afternoon the closing service, at which I had 
the privilege of being one of the speakers, was held at the 
Cathedral and in another twenty-four hours I suppose there 
were few delegates left in Lausanne. 

Of the results of the conference I have spoken in a letter 
to the Diocese which appears in this issue and which will’ 
be read in most of our churches, so that I need not speak of 
them here. But I can not bring this to an end without 
recording again the marvelous expression of Christian love, 
the miracle of grace which God worked. Lausanne cer- 
tainly must have disappointed many ardent souls who had 
looked for some concrete forward steps, visible to all. But 
the fact is that under God’s guidance it did what it was 
called to do, did it with real success, and that meant above 
everything else the proof that Christians of utterly diverse 
views can get together, can confer, can face each other’s 
views of truth and can part with increased mutual respect 
and understanding. And that, I venture to say, is the sign 
that Christian unity is no dream but an achievement pos- 
sible to men if the guidance of God be followed.

My Dear People: I have heard so much during the past 
weeks of the great interest which the members of the Diocese 
have taken in the recent World Conference on Faith and 
Order and of the constant prayer which has been offered 
for it as to feel sure that a few words in the nature of a sum- 
mary of the results of the conference would be acceptable. 
This is the more important since the newspaper reports 
were, I believe, quite inadequate and in some cases quite 
misleading. 


Judged by its purpose the conference was immensely suc- 
cessful. It did not aim to lay down a plan for unity. It did 
not aim to effect any organization. It aimed only to bring 
together the representatives of the churches of the world to 
confer upon their agreements and differences. It did that 
with notable success. To quote from a letter to the delegates 
by Bishop Brent: “As the Bishop of Manchester said at the 
closing session, “The great thing is that it has happened.’ 
Never before in history has such a widespread attempt in 
the direction of God’s will for unity been made. New friend- 
ships have been formed, horizons have been broadened, a 
great vision has been opened up to us.” 


But there were direct and definite gains as well. It was 
found e.g., to quote Bishop Brent again, that “We have 
reached unanimity on the Church’s message to the world— 
the Gospel—every delegate giving his whole-hearted assent 
to the report on this subject. We have the satisfaction of 
knowing that a great company of disciples of Christ gathered 
together in conference are absolutely at one in this mo- 
mentous proclamation of good tidings. Then, again, we were 
unanimous in the preamble which included a call to unity.” 

Of the five remaining subjects which were considered— 
the Nature of the Church, the Church’s Common Confession 
of Faith, the Ministry, the Sacraments and the Unity of 
Christendom and the Relation thereto of Existing Churches— 
the reports on four were received without a dissenting vote. 
These were statements of facts, giving the agreements and 
disagreements in doctrinal view which were found to exist. 
They were received as such for transmission to the churches 
that the questions involved may be carefully studied and 
larger measure of mutual understanding obtained. The last 
report dealing with the Unity of the Christian Church, as it 
was finally presented, did not meet with unanimous approval 
and was sent back to the Continuation Committee (the com- 
mittee to which is entrusted the carrying on of the work of 
the conference and preparing for another when the time is 
ripe) for such action as it may desire to take. It seems prob- 
able that the committee will send out a report revised to meet 
the objections and adapted for general study. 


The conference did what it was planned to do. It did it 
as carefully as the short three weeks of sessions would per- 
mit. It did it with a splendid spirit of love and good will. 
It did it with an equally splendid spirit of devotion to truth. 
No one was asked to hide his convictions or sacrifice his 
conscience. And through it all ran the note of passionate 
love of Christ and longing to bring that unity which is His 
will for His Church. : 


' The conference has registered a new step forward towards 
unity in at least three ways. It has shown that it is possible 
for Christians of utterly different views and types to confer 
together under the guidance of the Spirit upon the most sen- 
sifive and delicate theological topics. God worked (I quote 
again) “a miracle of grace in us.” It has shown in the second 
place that the churches do actually hold a common faith and 
that their measure of agreement is great. 

- It has, in the third place, sent to the churches in authori- 
tative way statements of agreements and differences, with 
the behest that they be studied. That means that throughout 
the world groups of Christians will be working and praying 
over these questions as never before, that new understand- 
ings will be constantly reached, that little by little the mind 
' of the churches will be cleared as to what is essential and 

_ what is secondary in the expression of the Faith. That being 
done, the will to unity must lead us on to its realization. 


There are, I think, at least three things which every Chris- 
tian can do to help towards unity: 

He can put into practice the Lausanne sprit in his relations 
with and his thoughts of other Christians. That means to 
emphasize the common faith, to try to understand others’ 


views and learn from them; to strive always to co-operate; 


in a word, to make his love and sympathy as wide as that 
of the Lord Christ whom we all follow. 


Secondly, he can endeavor to study and understand some- 
thing of the great questions which are involved in unity. 
Parish classes, informal groups, inter-Church gatherings as 
well as individual reading and study are helpful. And third- 
ly, he can pray regularly for the unity of Christ’s Church. 


It is my hope and prayer that throughout the Diocese we 
may all strive to take some part in this great cause, so neces- 
sary to the world, so close to the heart of our Lord and 
Saviour.

The Anglican Church 


The “comprehensiveness” of the English Church certainly 
has been an object of attack but, on the whole, it is an argu- 
ment in its favor. Its formal standards remain and the de- 
fects, arising from its tolerant spirit, are such as are in- 
evitable in this world and are to be preferred to the unpro- 
gressiveness and frequent obscurantism which are defects 
of more rigid systems. (The beautiful words at the end of 
John Inglesant occur to the mind here.) Indeed, when we 
trace the full history of the English Church and her Ameri- 
can daughter since the Reformation, we may well discern 
a providential purpose here also. The formalities themselves 
were drawn up in a spirit of comprehensiveness consistent 
with catholicity. The political influences which were often 
at work, however, frequently aimed at intolerance. Never- 
theless, the very spirit of the Reformed Church is against 
that tendency. In course of time, therefore, toleration was 
bound to prevail, and it was then found that the standards 
of the English Church are consistent both with tolerance and 
catholicity. It is here that I, for one, see a special mission of 
the English Church. It retained catholicity without being 
irrevocably committed to that intolerance which elsewhere 
has been thought needful thereto; and it retained tolerance 
without that loss of catholicity which has been suffered else- 
where. And in spite of the acts and ideas of many of its mem- 
bers or even rulers. There is evidence here of guiding pur- 
pose. Has not the Anglican Church, therefore, a special in- 
tellectual and spiritual claim on our allegiance, as enabling 
spiritual truth to be developed consistently with that pro- 
gressiveness which is dear to all tolerant-minded people ?— 
J. W. Poynter in The Living Church.

But there were direct and definite gains as well. It was 
found e.g., to quote Bishop Brent again, that “We have 
reached unanimity on the Church’s message to the world— 
the Gospel—every delegate giving his whole-hearted assent 
to the report on this subject. We have the satisfaction of 
knowing that a great company of disciples of Christ gathered 
together in conference are absolutely at one in this mo- 
mentous proclamation of good tidings. Then, again, we were 
unanimous in the preamble which included a call to unity.” 

Of the five remaining subjects which were considered— 
the Nature of the Church, the Church’s.Common Confession 
of Faith, the Ministry, the Sacraments and the Unity of 
Christendom and the Relation thereto of Existing Churches-— 
the reports on four were received without a dissenting vote. 
These were statements of facts, giving the agreements and 
disagreements in doctrinal view which were found to exist. 
They were received as such for transmission to the churches 
that the questions involved may be carefully studied and 
larger measure of mutual understanding obtained. The last 
report dealing with the Unity of the Christian Church, as it 
was finally presented, did not meet with unanimous approval 
and was sent back to the Continuation Committee (the com- 
mittee to which is entrusted the carrying on of the work of 
the conference and preparing for another when the time is 
ripe) for such action as it may desire to take. It seems prob- 
able that the committee will send out a report revised to meet 
the objections and adapted for general study. 

The conference did what it was planned to do. It did it 
as carefully as the short three weeks of sessions would per- 
mit. It did it with a splendid spirit of love and good will. 


It did it with an equally splendid spirit of devotion to truth. 


No one was asked to hide his convictions or sacrifice his 
conscience. And through it all ran the note of passionate 


love of Christ and longing to bring that unity which is His. 


will for His Church. 

The conference has registered a new step forward towards 
unity in at least three ways. It has shown that it is possible 
for Christians of utterly different views and types to confer 


- together under the guidance of the Spirit upon the most sen- 


sitive and delicate theological topics. God worked (I quote 


- again) “a miracle of grace in us.” It has shown in the second 


place that the churches do actually hold a common faith and 
that their measure of agreement is great. 

It has, in the third place, sent to the churches in authori- 
tative way statements of agreements and differences, with 
the behest that they be studied. That means that throughout 
the world groups of Christians will be working and praying 
over these questions as never before, that new understand- 
ings will be constantly reached, that little by little the mind 
of the churches will be cleared as to what is essential and 
what is secondary in the expression of the Faith. That being 
done, the will to unity must lead us on to its realization. 


There are, I think, at least three things which every Chris- 
tian can do to help towards unity: 


He can put into practice the Lausanne sprit in his relations 
with and his thoughts of other Christians. That means to 
emphasize the common faith, to try to understand others’ 
views and learn from them; to strive always to co-operate; 
in a word, to make his love and sympathy as wide as that 
of the Lord Christ whom we all follow. 


Secondly, he can endeavor to study and understand some- 
thing of the great questions which are involved in unity. 
Parish classes, informal groups, inter-Church gatherings as 
well as individual reading and study are helpful. And third- 
ly, he can pray regularly for the unity of Christ’s Church. 


It is my hope and prayer that throughout the Diocese we 
may all strive to take some part in this great cause, so neces- 
sary to the world, so close to the heart of our Lord and 
Saviour.

The Anglican Church 


The “comprehensiveness” of the English Church certainly 
has been an object of attack but, on the whole, it is an argu- 
ment in its favor. Its formal standards remain and the de- 
fects, arising from its tolerant spirit, are such as are in- 
evitable in this world and are to be preferred to the unpro- 
gressiveness and frequent obscurantism which are defects 
of more rigid systems. (The beautiful words at the end of 
John Inglesant occur to the mind here.) Indeed, when we 
trace the full history of the English Church and her Ameri- 
can daughter since the Reformation, we may well discern 
a providential purpose here also. The formalities themselves 
were drawn up in a spirit of comprehensiveness consistent 
with catholicity. The political influences which were often 
at work, however, frequently aimed at intolerance. Never- 
theless, the very spirit of the Reformed Church is against 
that tendency. In course of.time, therefore, toleration was 
bound to prevail, and it was then found that the standards 
of the English Church are consistent both with tolerance and 
catholicity. It is here that I, for one, see a special mission of 
the English Church. It retained catholicity without being 
irrevocably committed to that intolerance which elsewhere 
has been thought needful thereto; and it retained tolerance 
without that loss of catholicity which has been suffered else- 
where. And in spite of the acts and ideas of many of its mem- 
bers or even rulers. There is evidence here of guiding pur-  ~ 
pose. Has not the Anglican Church, therefore, a special in-  ~ 
tellectual and spiritual claim on our allegiance, as enabling ~ 
spiritual truth to be developed consistently with that pro- 
gressiveness which is dear to all tolerant-minded people ?— 
J. W. Poynter in The Living Church.

Sunday—Addressed the children of the Church School and 
obtained their promise of endeavoring to double the attend- 
ance; preached at the 11:00 o’clock service; lunched with 
parishioners; preached at afternoon service at St. Stephen’s 
Mission, Belvedere; returned to Sausalito for dinner with 
Senior Warden and Mrs. A. Middleton Beckett; preached at 
evening service to a large congregation and met the latter so- 
cially at an informal reception in the parish house, following 
service. Monday—Met with the ladies’ Guild at Tiburon; 
dined with Mrs. S. Edward Holmes and the Rev. Dr. Butt-; 
rum; conferred with the new finance committee of St. 
Stephen’s, Belvedere, and attended evening reception of the 
people of the latter mission. It is interesting to note that we 
are responsible for all religious work at both Belvedere and 
Tiburon and at the latter’place the Guild is made up of 
ladies of some six denominations, in addition to those be- 
longing to the Church. The Rev. Dr. Buttrum is doing a very 
commendable piece of work at both these places. 

A silver tea is to be given in the interests of our Chinese 
True Sunshine Mission on Friday afternoon, October 14, 
from 3:30 to 5:00 o’clock. It will take place at the mission 
building, 966 Clay street, San Francisco, and will afford an 
opportunity of becoming better acquainted with our Chi- 
nese priest and his family and of seeing something of the 
fine work he is doing. The heartiest of welcomes awaits you 
and your friends. 


“Present-day Problems in the Light of Christian Teaching” 
form the basis of twelve meetings of a discussion group 
among the men in St. John’s Church, Lansdowne, Pennsyl- 
vania. The following leading questions, supplemented by 
others, present the subjects to be discussed: “May a Chris- 
tian Fight?’ “What Should Be the Christian’s Attitude 
Toward the Criminal?” “What Business Has the Church 
Meddling in Matters of State?” “How Can and Does the 
Church of Today Relate Itself to Economic Problems?” “Is 
the Praise of Poverty to Be Commended?” “Has the Message 
of Jesus Anything to Offer in the Solution of the Labor Prob- 
lem Today?” “In This Age of Easy Divorce What Is the 
Christian Solution?” “How Shall We View the Problem of 
Authority? To What Voices Shall We Listen?” “Given the 
World as We Find It, with All the Misery in Sight, How 
Shall We Set Things Right?” “What Have Christians to Do 
with World Affairs?” 


The tunch counter in the Seamen’s Church Institute, New 
York City, has only forty-six stools but it feeds 2000 men 
every day. The average check is 25 cents, though the men 
not infrequently order eight eggs and that costs more. Tea 
bags, paper cups and patent sugar-pourers they loathe but 
most of the time their faces register great content, a silent 
tribute to this practical service of the Institute. 


Young married women in the neighborhood of Grace 
Church, Brooklyn, Dr. Atwater’s parish, have a weekly 
luncheon club at the rectory to draw in strangers and new- 
comers. The lunch is prepared by a different committec 
each week. It is followed by a discussion of various interest- 
ing topics. Any member of the group may bring in new 
members. 


Field Department Notes 
REGIONAL DINNERS 


The same plan used last year for regional dinners through- 
out the Diocese was followed this year with splendid re- 
sponse. Between September 13 and 20 eleven dinners were 
held, with a total attendance of 983. The speakers set forth 
briefly the needs that underlie the budgets of the National 
and Diocesan Councils and the methods recommended for 


the educational program upon which emphasis is to be put 
henceforth. 


THE CLERGY DINNER 


Concluding the day’s conference with the Bishop, the 
clergy of the Diocese gathered for dinner at the Clift Hotel 
on Thursday, September 22, as guests of the Field Depart- 
ment. Afterwards an informal discussion ensued and the f 
lowing was generally agreed upon: 


1. To call a conference early in the fall of next year for 
all clergy and at least one key layman and laywoman from 
every parish and mission in the Diocese to discuss the 


Church’s program and make plans for the educational work 
of the fall. 


2. To shift the time of the regional dinners next year to 
about ten days before the beginning of the canvass and 
eliminate the campaign dinner which has usually been held 
in San Francisco. 


3. To adopt the percentage classification plan, with a re- 
quest that the parishes and missions move up one classifica- 
tion higher for quotas, instead of the present plan. 


The Rev. Frederick Bartlett, who is in the Diocese of 
California for about two weeks as the representative of the 
Field Department of the National Council, was the speaker 


of the evening and gave a splendid address on “Methods and 
Enlistment.”

The Will to Unite 


The following excerpt is taken from an article entitled 
“Impressions of the Lausanne Conference,” by President 
Herman Frank Swartz, D. D., of the Pacific School of 
Religion. 


An outsianding impression of the Lausanne Conference 
was the dominant spirit, which was manifested from begin- 
ning to end, and which may well be expressed in the words, 
“the will to unite.” While entirely ready to present, with all 
the force at his command, his position with regard to the 
great issues, every delegate was supremely determined that 
the cause of Christian unity should ultimately issue in prac- 
tical accomplishment. Where there is a will there is a way. 
Without a single exception, from beginning to end, both 
those who spoke and those who listened gave the clearest 
evidence of this purpose. To some of us this attitude of 
mind seems more important and more promising than any 
of the results secured. 


Before we had gone far in our deliberations it became in- 
creasingly manifest that the divisions of Christendom have 
been largely promoted by social and national interests. For 
centuries mankind has been divided up into national groups 
and, whether this has resulted in a state church or in 
churches legally free from the state, the national conscious- 
ness has been clearly a potent factor in causing and per- 
petuating the divisions of Christendom. In these later years 
the church is re-discovering the principle that civil and 
political boundaries need not be, and indeed ought not to be, 
fences around Christian fellowship. 

This broadening of the horizon of the fellowship of the 
church has been in no smal] measure due to the glorious 
missionary activities of the last century and a half and at the 
conference itself not the least of the incentives toward union 
were the appeals from the churches in the lands which have 
recently come into the Christian fellowship. 

Superimposed upon this zeal for unity were two strik- 
ingly different attitudes as to the authoritative elements in 
our problem. 

A large section of the conference continually looked back- 
ward for all authorization, whereas another element—pos- 
sibly about the same size numerically—found it diflicult to 
bow to the pre-eminence of the past because they are eagerly 
looking to the future and it is hard for most of us to look 
two ways at once. The first group has a profound sense of 
the divine authorization of the church, solidarity of its or- 
ganization, coming down through two thousand years, and 
of the power of the utterances of the church fathers. To this 
group the accumulated weight of the past serves to determine 
for all time the major features of faith and order, including 
such ideas as apostolic succession, the authority of the Catho- 
lic creeds and the divine intention manifest in the things thus 
established. The other group may possibly have not valued 
sufficiently those ancient heritages. They honor them but 
they do not feel bound by them. To them the church is a 
living organism adapting itself to the conditions in which it 
exists, while its objective is not primarily to maintain the 
standards once delivered, but to attain the goal of doing 
God’s will on earth as it is done in heaven. 

It was intensely interesting, and at times exhilarating, to 
see how these two groups affected each other, inspired one 
another and came to a mutual understanding and esteem, 
which certainly for many—and these among the ablest men 
—meant almost a fresh revelation. 


Charles Edward Holmes 


‘The following letter was recently published in The Argo- 
naut and is a beautiful and tender tribute to the character of 
the late Charles Edward Holmes: 


Will you allow me to record in your columns the sudden 
passing from amongst us on August 4 of a rare and beautiful 
character, a well-known and public-spirited citizen, Charles 
Edward Holmes? At the funeral service in Grace Cathedral, 
where hosts of friends and associates gathered in loving 
memory, reference was made to those qualities which shin- 
ing through his daily life endeared him to all. One who 
knew him best said of him, “He hurt nobody by word or 
deed; he was true and just in all his dealings; he bore 
no malice or hatred in his heart; ‘he kept his tongue 
from evil speaking, lying and slandering; he kept his body 


in temperance, soberness and chastity; he tried to do his 
duty in that state of life unto which it pleased God to call 
him.” He was a man of great refinement, a lover of outdoor 
life, a cultured man, with a keen delight in the best literature 
and in all those things that developed mind and spirit. He 
was a delightful companion and a valued friend. In reading 
the Weymouth edition of the New Testament the night before 
his death he said: “This appeals to me. I wish that more 
men might read this version. It so challenges the attention by 
its twentieth century language and makes the meaning fresh 
and clear.” 
He had no fear of death. With Longfellow he felt: 


“There is no death! What seems so is transition; 
This life of mortal breath is but a suburb to the life elysian 
whose portal we call death.” 


For twenty-five years he was a Church warden. His habit 
of life from early childhood was to attend church service 
and he quietly and consistently so arranged his Sundays that 
time for public worship was a definitely set apart engage- 
ment, although golf and hospitality had their place in the 
day’s plan. His was a personality that endeared itself to 
young and old, that expressed innate chivalry and kindness, 
unselfishness and modesty, a capacity for fun and laughter, 
for warm friendships and for public service. In December, 
1924, Mr. and Mrs. Holmes returned from a sixteenth months’ 
tour of the world. He was an expert photographer and has 
left a most interesting and unique collection of pictures 
taken during trips abroad. 

At the time of his death Mr. Holmes was president of the 
Holmes Investment Company (a family corporation owning 
the Foxcroft Building and other properties in San Fran- 
cisco. The building was named “Foxcroft” in memory of 
Foxcroft, Maine, the place of the family homestead for sev- 
eral generations. His grandfather, Judge James Stuart 
Holmes, was a prominent lawyer of that town and the 
founder of the Foxcroft Academy. He was a graduate of 
Brown University (Rhode Island), class of 1819. Judge 
Holmes had a large family of sons, one of whom, the late 
Charles Stuart Holmes, came to California in 1851 and was 
the head of the well-known firm of Renton, Holmes & Co., 
representative of the Port Blakely Mill Company of Seattle. 

Charles Edward was born in San Francisco, August 2, 
1866. He was graduated from the University of California, 
class of 1889, with the degree of civil engineer, and was a 
member of the Phi Delta Theta fraternity. He became a 
member of the Renton-Holmes firm until his father’s death. 
He then became president of the Holmes Investment Com- 
pany, in association with his younger brother, E. Clarence, 
‘ad his brother-in-law, George Dudley Kierulff. He was a 
man of recognized integrity and business ability. In 1894 
Mr. Holmes married Harriet Georgiana Patton of Winnipeg, 
Canada, a family of prominence in the church, banking and 
the law. A few years later his brother, E. Clarence, married 
Mrs. Holmes’ sister, thus cementing a strong family union. 
For over thirty years, Mr. and Mrs. Holmes have lived on 
the hillside in Belvedere. 

Mr. Holmes took part in all the interests and public service 
of the community. He was a director of the Marin County 
a director of the Marin Municipal Water District and a 
member of the Belvedere Golf and Country Club. He was a 
director of the English Speaking Union and a member of the 
National Society of the Sons of the American Revolution. 
The Holmes family are of New England ancestry and direct 
descendants on the maternal side of Edward Rawson, secre- 
tary of the Colony of Massachusetts Bay, who came from 
England to America in 1636. Thus to old England and New 
England are we indebted for many a noble citizen in this 
western land!—S. E. W. 


Chinese Merchant Presents Bells 


Wong L. Ham, a native of China and now a prosperous 
business man of Rutland, Vermont, is one of those who 
shows in a practical way his belief that the work of the 
Christian missions in China must not be interrupted by the 
warfare that is now going on there.

Grace Cathedral Mission of Healing 


A meeting of the Grace Cathedral Mission of Healing was 
held in the Guild Hall on Monday evening, September 12. 
Dean Gresham presided and introduced Rev. John A. Col- 
lins to the members of the mission, of whom about thirty 
were present. 


The following reports were read, after which many points 
of interest were discussed before refreshments were served. 


Messenger Report 


Eleven hundred copies of the Healing Messenger are issued 
weekly and of these 670 copies are mailed each week to 263 
different addresses. The yearly circulation is nearly 35,000 
copies. This is an increase since last October of 54 copies a 
week and that means 54 new names on our mailing list. One 
hundred and eleven copies are sent every week to those who 
are on our free list. Some of these go to Arroyo Sanitarium, 
Livermore; Veterans’ Hospital, New York (where there are 
400 tubercular patients); St. Luke’s Hospital, San Francisco; 
Crocker Old People’s Home, San Francisco; Old Ladies’ 
Home, San Francisco; Relief Home and one prison. The So- 
ciety of the Nazarene takes 75 copies weekly. There are 
20 clergy on the mailing list taking one to forty copies 
weekly, three doctors and several nurses. The Messenger is 
sent to England, Spain, Hawaiian Islands and to twenty-five 
different States. 


The cost of printing the Messenger is about $34 a month 
and the mailing expenses $10 a month. A charge of 1 cent a 
copy, plus postage, is made to the clergy and others who 
take a number of copies each week. One dollar a year cov- 
ers the cost of printing and mailing one copy a week. But 
most of the cost of the HeajJing Messenger is defrayed by 
voluntary contributions which are placed in the box in the 
vestibule or are sent direct to the office. 


The little leaflet has carried inspiration and help to many 
and through it we have come into close touch with many 
who are ill or unhappy. Every week letters come thanking 
the dean and the canon for their beautiful selections of 
“Thoughts” and “Daily Readings.” The correspondence with 
these unknown friends is a very happy and interesting part 
of the Messenger work. 


Mission of Healing Report 


The Mission of Healing has been greatly blessed during the 
past year. The work has grown and new channels of use- 
fulness have been opened, There are fifty intercessors who 
daily pray for the needs of others. Twelve prayer circles 
meet each month; the Girls’ Friendly Society, the Young 
Women’s Christian Association, The Daughters of the King, 
the Woman’s Auxiliary and St. Elizabeth Chapter of the 
Guild each hold one. The other circles are conducted by 
their individual leaders, 


One hundred and forty applications for help have been 
received this year—requests coming from New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Maryland, Washington, Honolulu, Japan, Philip- 
pines and China as well as from many parts of California. 
Names are sent each month to the leaders of the circles, who 
send them to their intercessors. 


Thanksgivings are offered week by week at the circles but 
the best evidence of the benefit bestowed through the mis- 
sion is the number of those who go to the altar rail on 
Thursday evenings to give praise for mercies received.

Department prohibit the advertising of Sacramental wines we can 
no longer carry this class of advertising. The clergy, however, 
desiring te procure Communion wine may obtain application 
blanks and other information from Ecclesiastical Supply Aseecia- 
tion, 328-330 Stockton Street, San Francisco, or from the Diocesan 
House as heretofore.

The Perfect Pastor 


In the first place he must be a great organizer. In this 
respect he must be greater than any general, since the gen- 
eral is in position to command and can courtmartial every- 
body else for disobedience, whereas if the minister assumes 
any authority he will himself be discharged. He must be 
greater than any circus manager, because that marvel among 
field marshals has money with which to pay all his men, 
whereas all the minister’s men are paying him and some are 
threatening to quit him, so that they must be handled like 
sensitive plants. He must be greater than any captain of 
industry, because the minister’s workers all walk out on him 
about 12:30 every Sunday and ‘do not report again for service 
until the next Sunday at 11:00 or perhaps till Easter. 

In the second place he must be a great pastor. He should 
call on each of his 1500 members once a month, which 
means 18,000 calls a year. He should visit all the friends, 
relatives and neighbors of the members more often than 
even the members themselves, especially visiting the 300 
different strangers and well-wishers who drop in at each 
service, which means, let us estimate, 82,000 additional calls, 
or 100,000 altogether. As only once in ten times does he find 
a person at home when he calls, 1,000,000 calls a year will 
cover all the necessities of this case. This at first seems many 
but so little will be said by either caller or callee that will 
be calculated to burden the intellect that he can be thinking 
of something else at the same time. 

In the third place he must be a great joiner and clubmn, 
belonging to the Country Club, the Rotary Club, the Y. M. 
C. A., the Masons, the Legion, the Chamber of Commerce, 
the Republican Party and ninety-four othtr organizations to 
round out an even hundred. He must take an active part in 
each of them, except when sitting on boards of a charitable, 
educational or superfluous character. He must also be ready 
to stand and deliver an address on any or perhaps every day 
when he is called upon by the various organizations which 
have trained themselves to expect their entire weekly pro- 
gram without money and without price. 

In the fourth place he must be great preacher. Greater 
than Chalmers, because Chalmers required time for prepara- 
tion, while the perfect pastor is scarcely allowed time for de- 
livery. Greater than Beecher, because he must wax as dra- 
matic as the famous Brooklyn divine without permitting him- 
self to clash with current wrongs. Greater than Edwards 
and Brooks, because he must not use a manuscript but must 
speak right out from his heart and lungs. Greater than 
Jeremiah, because in spite of all the idols he sees his people 
worshipping he must maintain his optimism. Greater than 
Paul, because he must say nothing which might get him into 
jail for disturbing the prejudices of the people, thus scandal- 
izing the parish. Greater than Jesus, because Jesus also was 
always getting into trouble with the Pharisees, and the per- 
fect pastor must be popular with everybody. Besides, at 
stated intervals he must wax eloquent and _a minister as 
simple and natural as the Master could hardly be called a 
pulpit orator. 

Fifthly he must let the other ministers do all the writing 
and reading of religious books and articles, since the leader 
of a great modern church has no time to waste on such mat- 
ters. By saving twenty-four hours a day at this point he 
should have just so much more time to hustle about on his 
feet and. push things.—From The Congregationalist.
